the blood of « suffering African.” 
Britons always admire plock, and 
heartily cheered the fierce invective 
ofthe unfortunate actor.

The captain made daily visits to the 
ship while we were discharging, in 
company wit several merchants, but I 
could learn nothing as to our destina- 
tion. There was evidently some ill- 
feeling on the part of the captain to- 
wards the other officers, and neither of 
the mates seemed pleased with such a 
youthful person as myself. They were 
rouga, illiterate, hardy men. At sea, 
excellent practical seamen, but when 
0 port, fond of drinking and carous- 
ing; consequently many of their duties 
were neglected, and the captain was 
inclined to be at “‘loggerheads” with 
them, to use nautical expression. 
The prospect for me was rather un 
pleasant and the future looked full of 
trouble. 

We had no crew on board and the 
cargo was discharged by hired laborers 
called stevedores. They have mostly 
been old sailors themselves and work 
about the docks and shivping in pref- 
erence to enduring the hardships aud 
exposures incident to a sea-faring life.

When a ship to which they 
belonged arrived at a foreign port, 
they discharged the cargo and loaded 
her for the homeward passage. They 
were a family for the time being, and 
the good ship was their home. The 
vessel was well manned, and had a 
proper complement of able seamen, 
ordinary seamen and boys. The able 
seamen were gigantic, bony fellows, 
“whose every finger was a fish-hook 
sadevery hair a rope-yarn,” capable 
of performing every duty known to 
the practical sailor, and at any time 
liable to be called upon to fill a sta- 
tion on the quarter-deck. Then came 
ordinary seamen, stout, active 
young men of one or two years’ exper- 
lence, who could reef, steer and bie 
form the usual light duties pertaining 
© seamanship. After them, the boys, 
or “green hands” made up the com- 
ment. The boys were instructed 
y the seamen, and it was their duty 
0 loose and furl the light sails, sweep 
the decks, and, after a few months’ 
eXperience, take their place at the 
belm in fair weather, thus lightening 
the duties of the elder seamen and pre- 
ng themselves to be advinced in 

Course.

netions, who are mere hierlings — 
bought and sold by shipping masters, 
and victimized by vile boa: Bag-houee 
sand their miserable attaches at 
the end of every passage. With such 
charact in neatly every instance, 
of the meichant service 
Was it strange, then, 
the coming voyage was full of 
on for me? 


The public are often shocked by 


high seas by masters and mates of the 
merchant marine. By the quiet fire- 
side, surrounded by every luxury and 
comfort, and with all the social pleas- 
ures that make home so dear, it seems 
strange that men can become 60 
brutal, and “that those who down 
to the sea in ships” should so abuse 
and tyranize over their fellowmen. 
When a case is brought before the 
courts the sympathy of the jury goes 
with the ‘suffering sailor” and a ver- 
dict is generally rendered in his favor. 
ar be it from the writer to justify: 
any act of oppression, and it is mis- 


ferable cowardice im those who are 


armed with a little brief authority to 
abuse those who are under their com- 
mand , end those officers who are prone 
to violence and abuse are generally 


‘ignorant, trying by much severity and 


display of authority to conceal the 
same 


Affairs are bere recorded as they 
actually exist, with sincere regret that 
such is the case. 

Let us consider some of the causes 
that lead to those brutal, and often 
fatal, affrays that distinguish our ships 
from those of other nations and make 
them an abhorence toa respectable 
class of seamen. Amiong the principal 
evils is the manner in which they are 
shipped for a voyage, being procured 
in much the same manner that the 
press gang once procured recruits tor 
the royal navy. hen a ship is ready 
for sea, the shipping master is re- 
quired by the captain or consignee to 
furnish a certain number of men, and 
usually at the hour of the vessel's de- 
parture they are brought on board, 
and the sight om such an occasion 
beggirs description. All are stu 
fied and crazed with vile liquor which 
bas been furnished them by villainous 
harpies, who live by robbing these 
poor wretches of their hard eafnings. 
They are surrounded by boarding 
bouse runners, who keep watch that 
none make their escape; many are 
destitute of clothing, and all robbed 
of their money. 

The formality of mus' them is 
usually performed, and y are 
divided into watches the first evening 
the ship 1s at sea. Many of them are 
not seamen, having been kidnapped 
in the slums and by-ways and brought 
forcibly on board, and many cases 
have occurred where respectable peo- 
ple have been taken, and supposed b 
their anxious relatives to be dead, 
until the arrival of letter from 
foreign land convéyed the joytul 
udings that they were safe.

A GERMAN'S TRIALS. 
Married, Drugged, Robbed and Erported 
All in Two Daya. 

Special Dispatch to the Globe Democrat.) 
Dattas, Tex., Sept. 14.— Morris 
Mostel, a German, arrived here at noon 
to-day. He tells the following story: 
He came to America seven and « half 
and landed at New Oriecans. 
A few days after his arrival he was 
married to Miss Margaret Weber, also 
a German. Two days after the wed- 
ding he started up-town to purchase 
some housebold furniture, but before 
he reached the place at which he in- 
tended to make ‘his purchases be feil 
in with a couple of fellows and took s 
drink with them. The next thing he 
koew he was on board a vessel, twelve 
hours out, and bound for Cardiff, 
England, his two companions having 
drugged and robbed him and placed 
him co board the vessel. - The vessel 
met with adversities, and-was eleven 
months reaching ite destination. He 
arrived at Cardiff, and, being unable 
to speak English, went to the German 
Consul and related his story. Discov- 
ering that he had not taken out 
naturalization papers in the United 
States, the oven! sent for the 
— of the vessel and com- 
pelled him to _ deliver Mos- 
tel to German authori- 
ties. He was taken to Berlin and con- 
verted into a soldier, to serve three 
years and nine months, and placed in 
acavairy brigade. He wrote to his 
wife explaining the situation, but got 
no aaswer to his letters. After serv- 
ing three years and three months, he 
succeeded, with the assistance of his 
father, who held a government office, 
in deserting and getting out of the 
country. He sailed for America, and 
finally landed in New Orleans, but he 
could not fiod his wife. She had left 
the city soon after his disappearance, 
and no one knew of her whereabouts. 
Mostel set out to hunt her, and after 
writing hundreds of letters and wan- 
dering over the United States and 
Canada, he at last heard of her in San 
Antonio. Two days ago he received a 
letter from her in thie city. The letter 
was written six weeks, and had been 
forwarded to him from one postoftice 
to another in his wanderings. In ths 
letter she stated that she had given up 
all hopes of ever hearing from him, 
and bad married another, Edward 
K ronan, but that she would leave the 
latter if he would come for her. He 
arrived here at noon, to-day, as above 
stated, to learn that Kronan had re- 
moved to Abilene a few days ago. He 
left on the evening train for that

From first 
to last the whole thing is 4 
swindle and a conspiracy to defraud 
and plunder a class of men who, with 
all their faults, are among the bravest, 
the most severely worked and the most 
useful members of the great army of 
labor. It 1s a disgrace to our laws and 
a blot upon our civilization that no 
effective means have yet been devised 
to put an end to the outrages that are 
perpetrated every day in the week 
upon those without whom the com- 
merce of the world would come to a 
standstill. We have abolished slavery, 
but we have yet to strike the first 
blow in behalf of a body of men who 
are more cruelly robbed than ever the 
bluck men were.” 

All are not so fortunate as the poor

HOWARD'S REMINISCENCES 


His First Meeting With General U. 
8. Grant. 


INTERESTING CAMPAIGN INCIDENTS. 


Grant Em Route from Nashville to Ubatta- 
nooga—Bis laterview with Hooker and 
a” Treatment ef Officers. 


From the Christisn Union.) 
The first time I met General Grant 
was the 2ist of October, 1863. The 
Eleventh, Corps was then at Bridge- 
port, a place on the Tennessee where 
the Nashville railway crosses the river, 
and my headquarters were in tents 
near the bridge. Kariy that morning, 
taking return supply train, I went 
apto Stevenson, some tea miles dis- 
tant, to pay an official visit to General 
Hooker. While there Hooker said that 
our new military division commander 
was en rouge trom Nashville to Chat- 
tanooga, that he was expected on the 
incoming train. Hoeker had made 
to receive the general and 
ave him conducted to his own quar- 
ters. Grant was reputed as very lame 
and suffering from the injuries oc- 
casioned by the falling of his horse « 
short time before in the streets of New 
Orleans. Hooker eent a spring wagon 
and an officer of his s to the sta 
tion, but for some reason he did not 
go himself. 
As I must take the same train, south 
bound, to get back to Bridgeport be- 
fore dark its arrival found me there in 
waiting. { had presumed that General 
Grant would remain over night with 
General Hooker, but this presumption 
was not correct. Several acquaint- 
ances amoung the officers who were on 
the train met meas I stepped into the 
forward part of the car. Gen. Grant, 
sitting near the rear of the car, was 
pointed out to me and I passed on at 
once to pay my respects to him. 
Imagine my surprise whea saw 
him. He had been for some time be- 
fore the public, the successful com- 
mander in important battles; the 
papers had said much for him, and 
several virulent sheets much against 
him, and so, judging by the accounts, 
I had conceived him to be of large size 
and rough appearance. The actual 
man was quite diflerent—not larger 
than McClellan, at the time rather thin 
in flesh and very in complexion, 
and noticeably self contained and re- 
tiring. 
Without rising, he extended his 
hand as | was presented, smiled pleas- 
antly, and sigoified very briefly that 
it gave him pleasure to meet me. He 
then permitted me to continue the con- 


versation. 

General Hooker's staif officer came 
with the tender of the conveyance aad 
the offer of hospitality. quick 
reply, mace with quiet firmness, at the 
time astonished me: “If Gen. Hooker 
wishes to see me he will fiad me oa 
this train.” i hardly need say that 
Hooker soon presented himself and 
offered his courtesies in person to his 
new commander. 

Hooker was tall, of fall build, 
ruddy, handsome, then in the very 
prime of bis manhood. I wondered at 
the contrast between the two men, and 
pondered upon the manner of their 
meeting. Grant evidently took this 
first oceasion to assert himself. He 
never left the necessity for gaining & 
proper ascendency over subordi 
generals—where it was likely to be 
questioned—to a second interview. 
Yet he munifested only a quiet firm- 


ness. 

General Grant and I shared a com- 
mon wal! tent between us. He had a 
humorous expression which I noticed 
as his eye fell upon « liquor flask 
hanging against the tent within. “That 
flask is not mine,” I quickly said. ‘‘It 
was left here by an officer to be re- 
turned to Cha . Inever drink.” 
“Neither do I,"’ was the prompt reply. 
His answer was not in sport, he was 
free from every appearance of drink- 
ing, and I was happy indeed to find in 
his clear eye and clear face sa unmis- 
takabile testimonial against the many 
prevalent falsehoods which envy and 
rivalry had set in motion, especially 
after the battle of Shiloh. 

The next morning, after a sunrise 
breakfast, his chief of staff, General 
Rawlins, who in subsequent years be- 
came Secretary of War, lifted bis gen- 
eral, then “lame and suffering,” as if 
he nad been but a child, into the sad. 
die. The direct route across the Ten- 
nessee was held by confederate Bragg, 
and the river road on our side was 
much exposed to sharpshvoters from 
the other bank, and to Wheeler's spas- 
modic raids. Yet almost without es- 
cort Grant risked the journey along 
the river, through Jasper, across 
swollen streams, through deep mud, 
aod along roads that were already 
deemed too wretched and too danger- 
ous for the wagons. This route war 
strewn with the wrecks of army vehi- 
cles and dead mules which our indefa- 
tigable quartermasters had been forced 
to abandon. It would have been an 
awful journey for a weil man—a jour- 
ney of more than forty miles. At 
times it was n+ cessary to tate the gen- 
eral from his horse. The soldiers car- 
ried him in their arms across the 
roughest places. Yielding to no weari- 
ness or suffering he pushed through to 
Chattanooga, reachiog General Thomas 
the evening of the 23d of October. It 
was this remarkable journey which 
put Grant en rappert with Hooker and 
Thomas, gave practical shape to al) 
good existing plans, and soon changed 
an army on the verge of starvation into 
an active healthful, well supplied, 
conquering force. 

While with the general during his 
first visit to my Bridge tent we 
were speaking of officers of rank who 
were dissatisfied with the size of their 
commands. He had no sympathy with 
such grumblers, and as little with the 
selfishly ambitious. He said, in answer 
to a remark of mine to the effect that 
it was hard tor an officer to pass from 
a bigher command to a lower, “I do 
not think so, Howard. A Major-Gen- 
eral ie entitled to an army division, 
and no more. Why, [ believe I should 
be flying in the face of Providesce to 
seek a command higher than that in 
trusted to me.” Such was my first in- 
structive lesson in the’great leader. 
He begat in me « confidence which 
years aud experience vever lessened. 

For an interview with Gen. Thomas, 
then commanding our Army of the 
Cumberland, I went, the 14th day of 
November, 1868, from Lookout valley 
to Chattanooga. In the evening sev- 
eral officers were sitting together in an 
upper room when General Sherman 
arrived, having left his marching 
columa back at Bridgeport. He came 
bounding in after his usual buoyant 
manner. General Grant, whose bear- 
ing toward Sherman differed from that 
with other officers, being free, affec- 
tionate, and good-humored, 
him most cordially. Heimmetiately, 
after the “How are you, Sherman 
and the reply, “Thank you, as well as

proceeded to light, but without stop- 
ping his ready flow of hearty words, 
and not even pausing to sitdown. He 
seemed like an animated boy just in 
from an exciting outdoor game. 

Grant arrested his attentiou by some

a rocker with high back. 

“The chair of honor! Ob, no; that 
belongs to you, General.

“Well, then, if you put it on that 
ground, I must accept.” 
That night I had the opportunity of 
hearing the projected campaigns dis- 
ousstu as never before. Sherman 
— quickly, but evinced much pre. 
sthought. Grant said Sherman 
would “bone” (i. e., study bard) his 
campaigns from morning to night on 
his horse. General Thomas promised 
them the ammunition of knowledge, 
positive and abuedant, of the sur- 
rounding mountainous regions of East 
Tennessee and Northern Georgia. 
General Grant appeared to listen with 
pleased interest, and now and then 
made a pointed remark. Thomas was 
like the solid judge, confident and 
fixed in his knowledge of law, Shermian 
like the brilliant and Grant, 
rendering his verdicts, like an intelli- 
gent jury. 
The 23d of November following the 
conference above referred to @ recon- 
noisance had been ordered. General 
Gordon Granger deployed one division 
of the Fourth Arm into line ia 
frout of Fort W and supported it 
by his other two divisions. The 
Fourteenth Corps, under Palmer, sup- 
ported the right, and the Eleventh, 
massed, the left. Generals Grant and 
Thomas stood by the poe witbio 
the fort, and their staff officers aad 
orderlies were near at band. I could 
see both Generale from my poiat of 
observation. I was curious to observe 
them in the spproaching action, now 
sure tocome. At first the movement 
affurded a bright array of arms,the flags 
waved, and bayonets, or the bar- 
rels of the guns, flashed in the sun- 
light. Skirmishers spraug to their 
places with gladsome alacriy, and 
soup the whole front was covered with 
them, and the buglers sounded the 
advance, all as if on . The 
Confederates in our front doubtless 
thinking it Graut’s review of troops, 
maay of them stood on their embank- 
ments to behold the fine display. The 
men seemed to fly over the space ia- 
tervening to Orchard Kaob. Uf course 
resistance soon came. Skirmish against 
skirmish, and betteries all along the 
line were at last awakeved, and the 
air was full of missiles. The enemy, 
however, was this time surprised, and 
bis outer works taken. All this tune, 
while staff officers became excited and 
orderlies could not keep quiet, Grant 
and Thomas stood side by side wath- 
out exchanging a word. Grant quietly 
smoked his Thomas pressed 
his field glass now and then against 
his forehead to clearer views. At 
last the Orc Knob is crowned, and 
Rawlins steps to Grant's side and 
seems to plead with him. He thought 
that the men should not return as 
usual after « reconnoitre, but hold 
what they had “It will have 
a bad effect to let them come back 
and try it over again.’ When the de- 
sired moment had come Grant said, 
quietly, “Intrench them and send up 
support.” It was done. In this brief 
combat I could observe the perfect 
sel{- possession and imperturbebility of 
our leaders. Grant's equanimity was 
not marred by danger or by the con- 
excitement of battle. 
Washington, after the war, when 
President Johnson unexpectedly be 
came lenient in his policy toward the 
Southern white people, and Mr. Stan- 
ton, his Secretary of War, clave to 
Uongress, there were for a time great 
fears of a conspiracy and revolution. 
One night, at the War Department, 
several officers were assembied and the 
air was filied with rumors of coming 
dangers. The capital was said to be 
full of traitors, parties were conspir- 
ing at the principal hotels, some hos- 
tiles were approaching from Virginia, 
and Ba.timore was believed as dan- 
genous as early in 1861. Espionage 
was fine, and everybody exhibited a 
useless ap ion. General Grant 
joined us in the Secretary's office. A 
guard was ordered for the War De- 
partment. Speaking of an officer com- 
manding troops, some one sald: “Why, 
you cannot trust that officer; he is ‘cop- 
pery!’” General Grant turned to 
the speaker and said severely: “Sir, 
you must trust him; if you do not have 
confidence soon, you can trust nobody. 
Trust him, sir, and he will be true.” 
This time the confidence was reposed 
in the officer referred to. It was not 
betrayed.

An army officer, who was inspector 
at the headquarters of the armies oper- 
ating against Richmond, says: “The 
only time I ever saw General Grant 
show any exhilaration was when news 
was received of Sheridan's victory in 
Winchester Valley, at Cedar Creek.

He 
knew that that was the beginning of 
theend.”

We have seen during the 
last few years Salvini, unquestionably 
the greatest of living actors; Rossi, 
who in bis prime was more than the 
former's equal; Bernhardt, Irving, aod 
that admirable comedienne, Ellen 
Terry; Theo, Patti, Nillson, Scelchi, 
Materva, and « perfect host of less 
noticeable people. The success of 
Bernhardt and ‘Theo has undoubtedly 
stimulated the desire among their col- 
leagues to visit us. Mme. Anna Judic, 
of world-wide celebrity, is about to 
come to this country, having sailed 
from France, August ist, 1885. The 
portrait from which our engraviog was 
made was procured in London before 
her departure, and is from the studio 
of the celebrated “ Walery,”’ 5 Conduit 
street. Later in the season we are also 
to have the renowned Coquelin among 
us.

Cereal Growth.— From careful re- 
searches in Ruesia, Kowalewski has 
found that cereals grow faster in the 
north than in the south. For i 

vats and spring’‘wheat take 123 days 
and barley 110 days to ripen about the 
southern province of Khberson, 
only 98, 85 and 98 days at Arkhan- 
gelek in the north. The intermediate 
regions show intermediate differences. 
The cause is the greater length ot the 
daily exposure to sunlight in the high 
latstudes, which more than compen- 
sates for the difference in temperature 
in favor of the southern regions. Iu 
each latitude the growth of ceréals w= 
more rapid in the eastern parts of Rus- 
sia than in the western, the land near 
the coast having less sunsinne than 
that in the continent's interior. 

The extent to which ‘animals appre- 
ciate color is an interestjng but un- 
solved problem. It ts being investi. 
gated by J. Graber, who has experi- 
mented upon five mammals, seven 
virds, two reptiles, three amphibians, 
two fishes, three mollusca, twenty- 
seven insects, two spiders and two 
worms. He has found that the sense 
of color, a8 well as the power of = 
ceiving light, is much more widely 
distributed among animals than has 
been supposed, although the variations 
in the sease of color and brightness in 
animals are great. 

A Chinese Viceroy has propounded 


a new earthquake theory. In « me- 
mortal to the throne this high official 
attributes an earthquake of last Janu- 


ary to the mildoess of the winter, 
which caused an excess of “yang,” or 
male elemeat of Nature; although the 
shock was in » measure due to local 
officials who neglected their duties, 
and thus failed to gain the harmoniz- 
ing influence of Heaven! 

Lyell estimated that the gorge of 
Niagara river was cut out in about 
85,000 years, but -urveys to determine 
the present rate of recession of the 
falls indicate that the work may have 
been done in 10,000 years. During 
forty-one years the average annual 
wear of the rock was 2} fcet. 

Vegedable Sheep.— On Mount Tor- 
lesse, in New Zealand, grows a singu- 
lar plant, specimens of which are 
known as “vegetable sheep.’’ The 
plant belongs to the Cudweed tribe, 
and is described by a recent botanical 
explorer 88 growing on loose debris at 
an altitude of 4500 to 6000 feet, and 
forming round or kidney-shaped 
patches, some of them as much as eight 
feet across and three feet high. They 
resemble immense cushions, in one 
species snow-white and in the other 
gray, and in both are formed 
—_— mass of leafy branches, so 
closely packed together that a chisel 
cannot be easily thrust into the mass. 
The flowers are so small that their 

can be seen distinctly only under 
the microscope. The peculiar shape 
and appearance of these plants led to 
their being occasionally mistaken for 
sheep by early settlers, and hence the 
name. 

Since 1877 Delaunay, of Paris, has 
made several predictions of earthquake 
seasons, and his prophesies have un- 
fortunately all come true. He now 

icts very severe volcanic disturb- 
ances for 1836, to occur at a time when 
the attractive influence of the other 
members of the solar system is most 
strongly felt upon our planet, or, 
rather, when that influence is most 
unevenly distributed during « near 
approach of the great attractive bodies. 

According to Prof. J.G. Galle, five 
comets were known to make their peri- 
helon in 1880, eight in 1881, 
three in 1882, two in 1883, and three 
in 1884.

The Congo a Valley of Death. 


For some years, and especially ever 
since the formation of the International 
African Association league of 
Certain civilized nations formed for the 
purpose of setting up avd protecting a 
free state in the’ valley of the river 
Congo—high hopes bave been enter- 
tained of that country, and brilliant 
predictions ,oi its future have been 
uttered in both Europe and America. 
Henry M. Stanley's reports have served 
to draw fresh attention to the great 
valley whose commercial possibili 
have been suspected f ora century, te 
known only to a few enterprising trad- 
ers, who pushed up the great river from 
the sea and established barter with the 
natives in a limited and primitive way. 
Stanley's last expedition, the object of 
which was to thoroughly explore the 
Congo and establish a line of commer- 
cial stations at suitable intervals along 
its length, has done more to make dhe 
character, topography and resources of 
the country known to the world than 
had ever been done before. Mission- 
aries and traders have gone in, and, 
until recently, encouraging reports have 
come back. Now, however, an adverse 
report reaches us. The United States 
had « hand in the work of the Interna- 
tional African Association, and throngh 
ite agent to the Congo, Mr. N. P. Tis- 
del], comes # report (made to the State 
Department) upon his trip from Vivi 
to Stanley Pool, Africa. He saya that 
the cost of trapsportation precludes 
trafic between Stanley Pool and 
the coast without a railway, aod there 
would not be business enough to sup 
port a railway enterprise. The inbab- 
itante bave but few wants, therefore the 
most limited trade only is possible, and 
in no part of the lowlands or coast of 
equatorial Africa can an American live 
fora longer period than one or two 
years. The principal means of trans- 
portation, he says, is on ghe heads of 
natives, who each carry abdcut seventy- 
ive pounds. The transportation cost, 
he says, from Earupe to Stanley Pool is 
about four bundred dollars per ton. He 
says the traveler through the valley of 
the Congo must wade through 
swamps waist deep;: he must swim 
rivers; he must climb the rugged 
clay hills and cross miles of arid sandy 
plains, without water and withont «a 
tree to shelter him from the scorching 
san, always following the zigzag native 
trail, sometimes among the friendly 
tribes, again within the domain of an- 
friendly people, and then through a 
vast tract of desert couutry without 
population. There ié little animal life 
in the coantry. Horses and cattle are 
unknown, and but three mules are now 
alive in the Congo valley. He says the 
slave trade is carried on everywhere 
within the Congo valley, and he does 
not think the commercial outlook is en- 
couraging. 

In this state of the case there would 
seem to be no occasion for » rush from

Reuben E. Fenton. 


Ex-Governor Fenton of New York, 
dropped dea! in his office in Jamestown 
Tocsday, his malady being heart 
disease. He was Governor of New York 
in 1865-9 and was elected to the United 
States Senate at the close of his guber- 
natorial term. During President 
Grant's first term Senator Fenton 
broke with the administration on 
account of the disposition of the 
political patronage of New York, 
the President, as Mr. Fenton thought, 
having put too much of that patronage 
into the hands of Senator Conkling. 
The resalt was that Fenton, from being 
@ protestant within the ranks of the 
Repablican party against President 
Grant's course, became ao out-and-out 
oppovent, and finally drifted into the 
Independent Republican movement, 
that culminated in tne disastrous nom- 
ination of Horace Greeley, which the 
Democratic party stultified iteelf in in- 
dorsing, with the result of bringing upon 
itself one of the most disastrous defeats 
it ever sustained in a national con- 
test. Mr. Fenton, who :lid not origioal- 
ly intend to desert the Republican 
party, thusfound himself arrayed side 
by side with his ancient political foes, 
and fought in their ranks with what 
grace he could until the year 1876, when 
be retarned to the Republican fold and 
supported Hayes for President. He 
continued to act with the Republicans 
up to the time of bis death, though not 
making politics a leading pursuit. 
Governor Fenton was fond of visiting 
California, and took much interest in 
the country end climate, which he 
wrote about intelligently in bia home 
papers. He made two or three trips to 
the Coast within the last five 
or six years, visiting San Francisco, 
Santa Barbara, Los Angeles, anc other 
pointe, accompanied by members of 
his family. He wae a genial 
and affable gentleman, and during 
his term as Governor of the 
Empire State did the commonwealth 
and the country substantial service in 
aiding to give the finishing strokes to 
the war of the Rebellion. Mr. Fenton 
was born in4809, and had consequently 
more than filled the measure of three 
score and ten years,

In the Nofth American Review for 
Beptember, the interesting question, 
“Grant's Memorial —What Shall It 
receives answers from eight different 
writers, and their contributions are as 
interesting as is the question asked 
Of all the plans suggested, none appear 
to be unworthy, though the entire ap- 
propriateness of some of them may be 
questioned. The plan that will be mox 

‘likely to receive the approval of dis 
criminating American people will em 
brace a design that shall fully and 
grandly represent American ideas of this 
centary—of the period in which Graat 
lived and wrought and won his fame, 
together with symbolical reflections of 
the man himself—of the |-ading phase. 
of character thet marked the great pro 
totype of bis country andtime. The 
bumble beginning, the steady develop 
ment and the warveluus consummation 
of the most remarkable career of 
moderi times should be depicted a: 
grandly and graphically as Art can be 
made to perform the noble task. At 
the same time the memorial should not 
fail to type the simple, sterling charac- 
ter of the man who, above all others of 
his countrymen, won the right to per- 
petuity of name. 

A brief epitome of the plans and sug 
gestions of the eight writers in the 
North American Review wil! be found 
interesting. Launt Thompson suggests

Henry Van Brunt, coinciding with 
the ideas of Mr. Beard, risks the state- 
mentthat monument should be 
simple and not complex; it should be 
great in size and lofty; it should be ad- 
justed-carefally to the conditions of 
site; it should be approachable, and 
not surrounded by a boundary fence; 
by statues aod bas-reliets and inscrip- 
tions it should tell the story of the great 
publié life in language which all may 
read; by.ite refinement of detail, its 
justness of proportion, its careful bal- 
ance of constructural idiom, its sugges. 
tions uf poetic fitness, it should inspire 
nd excite the beholder; predominant 
the figure of our Genera! should appear, 
equipped for war upon bis horse, exact 
in portraiture, without theatrical dis- 
play; colossal, so that the true person- 
ality sball be made familiar in its 
best estate to our posterity.” 

Olin L. Warner would provide for a 
grand mansoleum, inspiring from its 
simplicity rather than its elaboration, 
distinguished for its fine proportien and 
form, and pure in style, Lowever se- 
vere. Ite interior should be rich and 
impressive, and «s prominent feature 
should be a massive and highly wrought 
sarcophagus. Wilson McDonald sug- 
geste that we take for our model the 
Parthenon, or Temple of Diana, mak- 
ing at once a tomb, shrine, memorial 
and monument, the size to be deter- 

- mined by the amount of funds contribu- 
ted. Clarence Cook saggests ‘‘a lofty 
tower, rising in stages to a height equal 

~ at least to that of Trinity, and serving 
as @ canopy to a statue of the hero, the 
tower to be a building of Roman sim- 
plicity, four-equare, round-arched, de- 
pending for ita effect upon its height, 
its proportions, and the harmonious re- 
lations to each other of its successive 
stages.” 

These several plans each have ad- 
mirable features, the designs are splen- 
did, and the ideas noble; yet some of 
them are not so distinctively American 
ae to fully meet the patriotic national 
requirement. The suggestions of Ger- 
hardt are excellent, and may |ead to the 
adoption of a plan which shal! take the 
form of a mausoleum or _tenipie. 
The suggestion of Mr. Beard that 
ideas and designs be invited 
from all quarters, and the best be com- 
bined in a composite design to be se 
lected by a competent committee, is first 
rate, and may eventuate in déveloping 
better results than could be reached in’ 
any other way. It would be a mistake 
to be hasty in adopting any one of the 
many designs that may be offered, 
however good they may seem to be 
on first examination. 

The monument here contemplated is, 
of course, to be @ natiogal one—to be 
the monument of the -country, and 
wholly independent of the several State 
aod local monuments that will un- 
doubtedly, sooner or later, be erected 
in various parts of the country. By 
the common consent of the American 
people it will be located at the 
National Capital, despite the fact 
that the remains of General Grant have 
found sepulture elsewhere. The time 
may come when his bonored dust will 
be removed to Washington, and it 
would be wise forethought to erect the 

proposed mausoleum with that pros- 
pect in view.

The ambitjous and perbaps grasping 
State Inspector of Fruit Pests, Dr. 8. F. 
Chapin, is in Los Angeles again. As 
usual, he unbosoms himself to a re- 
porjer of the Herald, deprecating the 
failure of the local authorities to co- 
operate with bim, and condemning 
about everything that has been dove 
bere to extirpate the scale insects. It 
is probable that Dr. Chapin will never 
quite recover from the affront which 
our Board of Supervisors offered him in 
declining to furnish funds for bim and 
his appointess to spend. Yet it may 
be that the Supervisors were levei 
headed in this refusal. There are 
not wanting those in Los An- 
geles . as §6«elsewhere, who 
think tha¥ Dr. Chapin himself belongs 
to the family of coccidw, that he isa 
bug with the prefix hum. His heart i« 
tborougbly set on the five thousand dol- 
jars which be draws annually from the 
State as salary, and so long as this holds 
out be is bound to flourish, no matter 
what may be the condition of the other 
bugs. It may be in order to remind the 
State Inspector that there are specialists 
in Los Angeles county who have been 
practically treating this cottony 
cusbion scale for more than a 
year; that, under their intelligent 
action, the pest has been checked in 
the San Gabriel valley; that they are 
now working ov it in the suburbs of 
Los Angeles andin due time they will 
uo doubt get the upper hand of the evil 
here also. Itis notin reason that the 
bugs can be utterly stamped out in o 
brief campaign of two months. If, 
with a year's work, the people shall have 
brought the pests under practical con- 
trol, this will be al! that can be reason- 
ably expected. As to the merits of vari- 
ous washes, and as to whether some of 
them may or may not kill the trees, 
we do not pretehd to jadge. But it is 
to the financial interest of every or- 
chardist to see that he does not kil! his 
trees. There are washes which have 
been successfully applied during the 
year— washes that kill the bugs and do 
not kill the trees. The formulas for 
these washes are not secret, and or- 
chardiste may readily inform themselves 
iv the premises. 
It is @ little singular thet Dr. Chapin, 
although Fruit Inspector for the last 
year or more, and fully aware that the 
scale bug existed here, should not have 
interested himself actively in the mat- 
ter of extermination sooner. He waits 
until the county authorities take hoid 
of the matter, and then he comes 
here and attempts to dictate their 
action. Failing ia this, he becomes 
& disorganizing element, and, with 
a confederate or two in the 
county, does al! he can to embarrass 
the action of our Horticul®ural Com- 
mission, We believe the Commissioners 
are, in the main, acting iotelligently 
and energetically. There may be some 
mistakes on their part, bul this is only 
human. Under their advice the owners 
of infected premises have generally 
taken hold of the matter of extirpating 
the pests, and the work is ging bravely 
on ip spite of the malcontent State [n- 


spector. 

Judge Sawyer’s Decision. 
The decision of Judge Sawyer, of 
the United States Circuit Court in San 
Francisco, in the Chinese cases of Sun 
Hang and Ty Moy, is unanimously as- 
sailed by the press of that city, which 


and abdicate its judgment in the pres- 
ence of the bench, but freely exercises 
its right of criticism. It is admitted, 
however, in some Cases that, consider- 
ing the peculiar construction of the 
amended law (section 764, Kevised 
Statutes of the United States), the de- 
eision could not well have been differ- 
ent, and the weight of the more iotelli- 
gent of the criticisms is directed rather 
at the law itself than at the expounder 
of it. The gist of the decision is 
that a Chinaman claiming to be 
“restrained of his liberty in violation of 
the Constitution or any law or treaty 
of the United States,"" may «appeal 
from the decision of a Circuit Uourt re- 
fusing him a writ of habeas corpus, to 
the Supreme Court of the’U nited States. 
This decision is assailed as giving the 
death-biow to the Restriction act; 
bat it would be difficult, after 
all, to show how the rigbt 
of appeal can be jastly denied in a case 
where personal liberty and personal 
rights are involved, even when the per- 
son concerned is a moon-eyed heathen 
who can't vote, and a disciple of Con- 
facius, who dida’t know anything about 
the Declaration of Independence or the 
Bill of Rights.

Ufi- 
eer Davis arrived ani arrested Toal, 
who at once began to feyn extreme 
draskenness—bot not until he bad 
ly crawled a little ways aod 
slyly slipped the murderous Knife under 
some boards. On the way to the police 
station he told Davis that be had meant 
to kill his wite. A Times reporter saw 
Toal when be entered the police office, 
seven or eight minutes after the as- 
seult. He was not noticeably drank — 
not so druck bat what he waiked 
straight, talked clearly and ap- 
peared to bave all his wits abont 
bim. He was bieeding freely from 
cuts or the bead, inflicted by the axze- 
handle in Cabos's bauds; and asked not 
to be put in jail until be bad a chance 
towash. Five minates later the re 
porter stood by the crimsoned biauket, 
spread upon the flour, upon which the 
brave and uncomplaining victim lay. 
Her gaping wounds were awful, even to 
those long accustomed to sach scenes.

Along cross-examination fvl- 
lowed, but did not confuse the witness. 

Ex-Justice John C. Morgan sworn: 
‘Am One of the attorneys in Mrs. Toal's 
suit for divorce. Saw Toal the middle 
of that afternoon {May 29), in Col. 
Godfrey's office; he was so much under 
the influence of liquor that we coulkin't 
transact any business with him. It was 
my advice that Mra. Toal left Toal’s 
house. She went to Uabos’s. Finding, 
on, investigation, that the Caboses wore 
a very decent sort of people, I advised 

r to remain there."’ 

Mr. Gage then said that every ele 
ment of murder, except the fact of 
death, must enter into assaalt to mar- 
der. He maintained that Toal was be- 
reft of reason by drink, and could not 
form the intent to murder. Under these 
circUmsiances, be asked that the Court 
be merciful, 

Judge Cheney said: “The evidence 
shows that liqaor made Toal crazy; also 
that he knew it made him crazy, and 
had told his wife so. Therefore he 
drank with his eyes wide epen. A man 
who knows that liquor makes him 
crazy, and then goes and gets drunk, 
should be held responsible for what be 
does when drank. The law does pot 
recoguize intoxication as an excuse for 
crime; it has bearing only on the in- 
tent. This assanlt was most brutal. 
Had Toai killed bis wife, bis intoxica 
tion might have influenced a jary to re- 
duce the charge from wurder in the 
¢ to murder the second 
uree. ut assault to marder is not 
divided iuto degrees. and if it were, the 
prisoner has pleaded guilty to this 
information.

Mr. Gage: ‘Only the reason alread 
given—-tbat he was too drank to be able 
to form the intent to commit murder." 
Toal: ‘*The reason why I pleaded 
guilty was because I was advised to. I 
didn’t meaa to killber. It wasn't a 
murderous w o. I hurt 
that woman! I've loved her twenty. 
eight years. I came over to this coua- 
try and made a home for ber, and then 
sent back for her.’’ 

Jadge Cheney: “I don’t know of any 
crime, outside of murder, which could 
te more diabolical than yours. You 
bave & poor way of showing love for 
your wife. You are dapgerous, and not 
fit to be at large. Thisis not your first 
offence. Had you stood trial and 
been convicted, I should bave sentenced 
you for fourteen years. Uader the cir- 
cunistances it is the sentence of this 
court that you serve five years at San 
Quentin. Sberiff, remove the prisoner."’ 
It is safe to say that nearly every one 
in the court-room was surp,ised at the 
lightoess of the sentence. From the 
almost up lieled atrocity of Toal's 
crime, and from the pertinent remarks 
thereun made by the jadge bimself, it 
was expected that the term would be at 
least ten years, four beiog knocked off 
from the limit, in consideration of the 
pea of guilty; but pine years off for 
the plea created a good of surprise 
and a good deal of disappointment. 

No ope was introdaced for the State 
to prove, as might have been done, that 
Toal did intend to kill bis wife; and no 
ove but Cabos to prove that be was not 
drunk beyond reason. Furthermore, 
there was no evidence adduced to show 
that be was drunk at all at the time of 
the assault. He was drunk in the after- 
noon; but the last drink alleged to have 
ben taken by him was at or before 6 p. 
m., and then it was only beer. The 
assault took place after 11 p. m., which 
gave plenty of time for him to recover 
bis senses fully. Neither was there 
brought forward any but the most triv- 
ial allusion to Toal's long career of 
damnabie to his wife, 
and the uncounted cases where he 
had missed killing her by only a bair's 
breadth. 

A few hours before, in the same 
court, Tuomas Finnerty had been sen- 
tenced to eight years in San Qaentia 
for burglary of a building at Downey, 
and stealing some stamps there. At 
about the time Toai entered the court- 
room, too, the train was starting north 
with Wm. Evans, sentenced to four 
years for robbing a man. Doubtless 
both felons deserved their sentences; 
bat, as a witness of Toai's trial re 
marked, **The laws and lawyers of Cali- 
fornia need overbaaling, if a would. be 
murderer has to kill his victim to raise 
thé crime to the dignity of chicken- 
stealing.”’

A Tres reporter rode out over the 
line of the Secona Street Cable Road 
yesterday, with Treasurer Witmer, of 
the Los Angeles Improvement Company. 
In spite of the numerous and enormous 
pobstacles which have postponed the 
popeping of the road toe a date so much 
later than was expected, work has been 
aud is being steadily carried forward, 
The cutting down »! the two big hills 
west of Bunker Hi!l avenae, and the 
large fill in the Hope street valley, 
—involving the moving of over 30,000 
cubic yards of earth, at an expense of 
over $/000—are completed. The cable 
trench ~bas been dug over full half that 
distance, and in « tew days this gap 
between the cowpleted ends of the rogd 
will be closed. From the engine end 
car house, at Figueroa street, g lot of 
men and teams are working hard to 
grade an eighty-foot street clear to the 
western terminus. Second street west 
to the engine house is sixty feet wide. 
The engine- house itself is an attract- 
ive structure, 65455, with M roof. It is 
painted « pleasing light green. At the 
eastern corner is the Receiver's office, 
with recessed frout in delicate biae. 
Here the conductors will ‘“‘walk ap to 
the gaptain'’s Office and settle."’ Next 
west isthe passengers’ waiting room. 
Both rooms are pleasant and both fin- 
ished in light bine walls, with oiled 
redwood wainscot. These rooms are in 
front of the big engine pit. At the weet 
side of the building, ran- 
ning clear back, is the car-room, to 
which a bi runs. There 
is @ section of track on wheels, just in- 
side the entrance. Oo this the cars 
may be run to one side and then back 
upon the extra track. The cars are ail 


Y | ia position there, and at the time of the 


reporter's visit Mr. Kibbe, who will be 
Superintendent of the road, was at- 
taching to them the ‘‘grips,’’ which had 
jast been hauled from the cars. These 
grips }ook more like the frame of a lo- 
comotive lever than auything else, and 
weigh 300 pounds each The upper 
part, with its lever and catches stands 
in the grip-man's compartinent of the 


| dummy; the lower part, which has a 


arippiog device consisting of two vice- 
hike jaws apd two rollers, raas below 
the rouwiway, through the slot in the 
tiiddie of the track. 

The engine, a 75 horse power Corliss, 
built by Savage, Son & Co., San Fran- 
cisco, is all in position, with its bage 
boiler and massive wheels. The engine 
end the great iron framework on which 
the cabie wheels are set are both aa- 
chored with railroad iron at @ depth of 
seven feet below the grouad, while the 
necessary foundations are massively 
built Of artificial stone. The drive- 
wheei and pinion of the en- 
gine are twelve feet eath in 
diameter. Two of the cable wheels 
are similar dimensions, and 
others of 8 foot diameter. There are 
two steam pumps, and ingenious devices 
for taking up the slack of the cable and 
of the belt; and the combination of ap 
~and-down, flit-wise and ‘‘slantindica- 
lar’’ wheels for the traction and direo- 
tion of the cable, is too intricate for 
popular description. It is expected 
that the eagine will be given its maiden 
steam on Wedoesday, to test its work- 


ing. 

The cable arrived from San Francisco 
on Friday, and will probably be hauled 
w the engivne-house to morrow. It is 
of the best wire, an inch io diameter; 
and weighs 22,084 pounds. To pat it. 
through the lony cable trench will be a 
job. The timbers will vot be torn up 
trom the roadbed, as some bave sug. 
gested, nor will a man craw! through 
the tube, dragging the ponderous wire. 
An iron rod will be attached to 
ove end of the wire, its own 
end protroding through the slot io 
the track, aud mule teams, attached 
to this rod, will drag the end over the 
big bill and down to Spring street. Here 
it will be passed’ around the terminal 
combination of sheayes and wheels, and 
back again the males will toil up the 
steep bill—where the great tug of all 
will be—and back to the engine house. 
The other end will be similariy dragzed 
to the westera terminus and back to the 
engine house, where the two ends will 
be spliced—and there you have it. 

So far as it has gone—and that’ is 
nearly throagh—the road has been very 
substantially built. It will probably be 
in ranping ordes within twenty days. 
A large amount of land along the road 
and at its western terminus is being 
sold at much increased prices, The 
track already laid is about one mile.
